DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a developer carrier having a solid portion located closer to 
the center than the opposing region, classified in class 399, subclass 279. 

II. Claims 16-26, drawn to a developing device having a deflection amount at an end 
portion smaller than that of the center, classified in class 399, subclass 258. 

HI. Claims 27-39, drawn to a developer charging unit, classified in class 399, subclass 
271. 

IV. Claims 40-45, drawn to a heat releasing device, classified in class 399, subclass 
107. 

V. Claims 46-52, drawn to a deformation preventing device in a rotary development 
unit, classified in class 399, subclass 227. 

VI. Claims 53-58, drawn to a frictional-heat-generation suppressing device having a 
low friction member, classified in class 399, subclass 94. 

VII. Claims 59-67, drawn to an electric-contact urging device, classified in class 399, 
subclass 90. 

VIII. Claims 68-71, drawn to a seal structure, classified in class 399, subclass 103. 

IX. Claims 72-75, drawn to developing device with a lubricant, classified in class 
299, subclass 286. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I through IX are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case each invention has separate utility as the feature listed 
above in each case is not required in any other of the other inventions as disclosed. See MPEP §

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for any of Groups I through IX is not required for the other Groups, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
